Mr. Klassen gave the committe a lot 
of alib is hut no solutions. But the con­ 
gressmen feeling the b ite from their 
constituents, weren’t in a very appre­ 
ciative mood. In fact, the questioning 
was describ ed quite vividly as b eing 
one of Mr. Klassen’s mailmen. 
The postmaster general suggested 
that the poor service was due to anti­ 
quated post offices and difficulties in 
shifting to decentralized administra­ 
tion. giving authority and responsib ility 
to 85 district managers for improving 
service. 
He maintained that 20 months, the 
length of time his department has b een 
in operation, was not long enough to 
correct 
prob lems accumulated over 
decades. 


In a way we x y mpathize with the 
po stmaster general. 
He's o n a ho t 
seat." But the po stal serv ice is a buii- 
ness. a big business, and ho w well it 
perfo rms 
affects 
just 
abo ut 
ev ery 
o ther business in the United States. 
If it is o perating at subpar efficiency , 
then the lo gical step—as in any busi- 
ness— is to install perso ns in po sitio ns 
o f respo nsibility who can raise the 
lev el o f perfo rmance. 
That seem* to be what so me o f the 
senato rs had in mind. 
Said Senato r Ernest F. Ho llings o f 
So uth Caro lina, “ This is a miserable 
situatio n. I do no t think the to p po stal 
o fficials kno w v ery much abo ut run­ 
ning a po st o ffice.“ 
Then, warming 
to hi* task, he o bserv ed. “ I’m wo nder­ 
ing ho w abo ut the co mpetence o f either 
y o urself o r y o ur team. We’v e just go t 
a pletho ra o f mistakes.’* 
Meanwhile, the aenato r fro m Utah 
asserted he had mo re co mplaints abo ut 
po stal serv ice in the past six mo nths 
than at any perio d since he came to 
that bo dy in 19 5 9 . The senato r fro m 
Hawaii reco unted the 5 00 letters and 
telepho ne calls he had receiv ed since 
J anuary reciting perso nal ex periences 
with delay ed o r undeliv ered mail. 
And the po stmaster general hasn’t 
felt the full brunt o f the attack y et. 
A similar hearing is scheduled to start 
in the Ho use. 
So me o f this may be o ld-fashio ned 
Capito l Hill pressure. 
But o ne thing 
is certain. Unless the mail starts to 
ro ll faster, heads are go ing to ro ll. 
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They call them the “ forgotten war­ 
riors,” the 2.4 million or so GIs who 
served in Southeast Asia. The fact that 
so much is b eing done for the handful 
of prisoners of war who are coming 
home—the special airplanes, the ruf­ 
fle of the flags, the generals’ salutes, 
the homecoming speeches- has b een 
contrasted to the fact that the millions 
b efore them had melted into American 
life with little notice. 
These “forgotten warriors” now' are 
b eing 
rememb ered. 
After all, 
they 
came hack as individuals when their 
services ran out. There was no con 
certed 
celeb ration 
possib le. 
Their 
thoughts were on rejoining the main 
stream of American life. 
They had 
prob lems 
phy sical, lack of job s, 
drugs, disillusionment. There was no 
declaration of faith in “God and co un­ 


try ,” such » s the POWs hav e been 
say ing pro udly . 
Suddenly , co ncern fo r the v eterans 
is being v o iced in Co ngress. American 
businessmen are co ming to their aid. 
The go v ernment and so me priv ate o r­ 
ganizatio ns are taking steps to reach 
them. 
The Senate has passed three 
bills-to 
pro v ide additio nal 
medical 
benefits, to lo wer burial co sts and to 
set up mo re drug and alco ho l treat­ 
ment pro grams. 
Perhaps the mo st gratify ing bo nus 
is that unemplo y ment amo ng white 
v eterans dro pped fro m 8.6 per cent to 
5 .6 per cent and fo r black v eterans 
fro m 14.5 per cent to 8.2 per cent. 
Both can b e improved 
with greater 
educational b enefits. But they do pro v e 
that v eterans as a who le are being 
remembered—and celebrated.

Members of the American Indian 
Movement, both in their public statements 
and viewed on the television screen, ap­ 
pear as reasonable, rational' young ideal­ 
ists. Their choice of Wounded Knee to 
inaugurate a protest undoubtedly was 
made to catch the eye of the nation be­ 
cause of the history of the town. 
In many respects Wounded Knee can* 
be described as the American Mylai of the 
1890’s. It was in this town that troopers 
of the Seventh Cavalry massacred more 
than 200 Indians, reportedly to avenge 
the deaths of General Custer and his 
troops at the Little Big Horn some twenty 
years earlier. 
What better spot to seize a town, hold 
whites as hostages for a while and defy 
the federal authorities? But it all simply 
didn’t pan out, and all that really has 
materialized is the spectre of bloodshed 
and death, and another pang in the na­ 
tional conscience. 
Wounded Knee obviously was to be an

event akin to Martin King’s bus boycott 
in Birmingham. It was to be the spark 
that would light a national consciousness 
of wrongdoing too. Perhaps the leaders 
of AIM envisioned countless thousands of 
Americans converging on Washington; of 
demonstrations in the streets of our major 
cities; of a hastily conceived force-fed pro­ 
gram of aid to the Indians. 
What they’ve gotten instead is simply 
a siege that captured headlines for a few 
days and then was relegated to the back 
pages. The confrontation has been one of 
a standoff, with federal marshals exhibit­ 
ing a patience that is the result of lessons 
learned from earlier demonstrations. No 
big benefits, complete with Hollywood 
stars, have been staged for the cause, no 
campuses have erupted in moral indigna­ 
tion, the ministry has been strangely 
silent-
